dants. The New York Herald, uot long 
siuce, in commenting ou the luteruatiou- 
al Roaring match, traced tho defeat of 
the New York Atlanta* by the Loudon 
crew to tho enervating effects of Amert- 
cau climate. A recent writer ia the 
Locdou Spectator, iu coonectiou with 
this subject, has beeu c.pec jl.tioR whether
